Carolina declared today the South owes its loyalty to no political party 


*-pr candidate in next year's presidential election. 


The governor told a news conference that he is opposed to the 


renomination of President Truman and would support either Sen. 
Richard Russell (D-Ga) or Sen. Harry Byrd (D-Va) for the presidency. 


He added that "true Americans" 


owe their loyalty to their country 
rather than to any political party 
or leader. 


And he made it clear that he 


believes a Southern revolt against 
Truman should not be judged on 


grimy basis or political loyalty. 
^* 
Answer To Rayburn 


Byrnes' 
statements 
were in 


direct answer to a plea from 
House Speaker Sam Rayburn for 
Southern Democrats to remain 
loyal to the Democratic nominee 
next year regardless of who he 
might be. 


Rayburn threw the Southern 


governors conference into a tur- 
moil last night when he pleaded 


«vfor party loyalty and also sharply 


criticized Republicans. 


Gov. Theodore R. McKeldin of 


Maryland, the lone Republican 
governor at the meeting, stalked 
out in the midst of Raybum's 
speech. He later accused Rayburn 
of turning the Governors' annual 
state dinner into "A Democratic 
rally of a very low order." 


"A Partisan Talk" 


Gov. 
Fielding Wright of Mis- 


J^sissippi, a strong anti-Truman 


leader, called the speech "A Par- 
tisan political talk which should 
never have bee made" at a gov- 
ernors' conference. 


But Gov. Sid McMath of Ar- 


kansas, a pro-Truman Democrat 
and a friend of thr President, said: 
"It was a good patriotic speed) 
by a great statesman and it was 
made at the right time." 


Rayburn came to the conference

as the main speaker. He was in- 
vited by McMath—the host gov- 
ernor—in an obvious move to 
counteract any possible move by 
the states' rights leaders to use 
the meeting as a starting point 
for a "Beat Truman" campaign. 


Defended Administration 


Rayburn, an old friend of the 


President, defended the adminis- 
tration's foreign policy, its spend- 
ing policy, its tax record and 
the record of the Democrats since 
former President Hoover was de- 
feated in 1932. 


McKeldin later issued a state- 


ment saying he had been amazed 
"at the smearing of former Presi- 
dent Hoover, an outstanding citi- 
zen of the United States." 


He said his amazement turned 


to "anger and disgust when Mr. 
Rayburn brought the discussion 
down to a ward politician's plan 
of who is going to lose what job 
if the Truman party is defeated." 


Would Be Blow to South 


Rayburn had argued that a 


Dixie revolt would lead to the de- 
feat of the Democratic president- 
ial candidate—and would be a 
blow to the South's prestige in 
congress.

The house speaker said the 


South would lose important com- 
mittee chairmanships now held by 
southerners. 


Until Rayburn's 
speech, the 


conference officially had been a 
discussion of state problems on 
education, highways and public 
welfare. Politics was present but 
in the background.

Into Hotel* in Area 
Near Camp Cooke 


Dixon members of the 44th 


division of the Illinois Nation- 
al Guard soon may be expe- 
riencing the hardships of war. 


The division will be called 


to duty early next year and 
sent to Camp Cooke, Calif. 
However, today Lt. Col. El- 
vyn A. Robb, camp housing 
officer, announced that off- 
post housing for families of 
servicemen is "growing stead-- 
ily worse." 


Col. Robb issued a stern warn- 


ing that if the personnel from the 
guard ignore these 
facts 
and 


bring their families they may not 
even get into a hotel. "There is 
not and will not be enough hous- 
ing to take care of the 44th divi- 
sion if its members bring their 
families with them when they 
move here," he stated. 


New Camp Opens 


Chief among the reasons given 


by the colonel for the extremely 
critical housing shortage is the 
new military camp opening up 
within 60 miles of Camp' Cooke 
before the division is scheduled to 
arrive. 
This is an addition to 


-Camp Roberta and the naval sta- 
tion at Port Hueneme, both, of 
v.hich are close enough to Camp 
Cooke to effect its housing situ- 
ation. 


• The 23 communities within a 65 
mile radius of Camp Cooke have 
an average population 20 per cent 
greater than the existing struc- 
tures were designed to house, Col. 
Robb added. 


Even Send Checks 


Since the 44th was alerted for 


shipment members of the divi- 
sion have been sending letters to 
California Chambers of Commerce 
asking fgr housing and even en- 
closing sizeable checks to cover 
the rent between now and Febru- 
ary. Both the Chambers of Com- 
merce and Col. Robb have asked 
that these letters be stopped be- 
cause there are too many for the 
staffs to answer and there "sim- 
ply is nothing to rent." 


The colonel continued, "Even 


now without a division stationed 
at Cooke, the average soldier liv- 
ing off post with his family must 
commute 50 miles a day.

Most of the scrap metal, vitally 


needed by steel mills during the 
national emergency, has been sold

company. 


Steel mills have depleted their 


stock piles of scrap metal until 
supplies of only a few days remain. 
The drive to get a heavy flow of 
scrap to the mills is being con- 
ducted on a nation-wide scale. In

steel mills used 29,500,000 


gross tons of scrap. Consumption 
in 1951 is estimated at 32,500.000 
gross tons with scrap use in 1952 
tagged at 25,500.000 gross tons.

More Than a 
Million Acres 
Analyzed in '30 
Service Ascertains 
Fertilizers Needed 
For High Production 


Almost a million and a quar- 


ter acres of soil from 22,400 farms 
vcere tested during 1950 to learn 
how much limestone, phosphorus 
and potash the soil needed for 
top yields. 


So reports A. U. Thor and W. J. 


Armon, in charge of soil-testing 
work in the Illinois College of 
Agriculture. 


Thev explain the tests were 


made'by 79 county soil testing 
laboratories and three commercial 
laboratories. All this work is done 
in the counties and check-tested 
regularly by University men 


' 
ThcTW* tto n*y sound like tests on 300 farms or more, 


a lot of soil testing, but actually 
we're far behind schedule. Some 
fix million acres have been tested 
since the work was begun in 
1944. 
That's more than in any 


other state in the country. But 
there are about 25 million acres 
of cropland in Illinois. 


That means it will take about 


2°> 3-pars to test all cropland once. 
But for best soil care, it should 
be done once every 6 to 8 years. 
So we're doing only about one- 
fourth the soil testing we should. 


For 1950, tests were made for 


limestone and phosphorus on 338,- 
000 samples each, while potash 
tests numbered 321,000". 


McLean county led m volume of 


soil testing, 64.800 acres being 
tested on "15 farms. 


Randolph county with 551 farms 


came second, followed by Stephen- 
son with 521 farms, Vermillion 
with 510 and Morgan with 508.

Almost 4 Million 
Of School Age 
Not Enrolled 


WASHINGTON, (AP> — The 


National Education' association 
aay* some 3,997.000 children be- 
tween 5 and 17 years old are not 
enrolled in any school, and that 
85 per cent of that number are 
between 14 and 17. 


And about 400,000 pupils, the 


group said in its annual school 
survey last night, can't go to pub- 
lic e l e m e n t a r y or secondary 
schools full time because of short- 
ages of teachers' and school of- 
ficials' organization, said "teachers 
have 
been slipping down 
the 


economic scale." He reported that 
since 1940 the average salary in- 
creased 108 per cent while na- 
tional income of all employed per- 
sons went up 132 per cent.

Churchill Gets 
First Vote of 
Confidence

steel nationalization. 


The house, voting 320-281. re- 


jected an opposition amendment 
regreUmg that the king's speech 
opening parliament had promised 
an end to government ownership 
of the steel industry, which the 
previous Labor-conU oiled house 
nad- voted. 


Cabinet Writes Speech 


The king's speech is written by 


the cabinet in power and outlines 
its program. Return of steel to 
private enterprise was a major 
pledge of the Conservatives in the 
Oct. 25 general election 


The Tory regime disclosed dur- 


ing yesterday's debate that it plans 


to introduce by Feb. 1 a bill de- 
nationalizing steel. Former supply 
minister George Strauss declared 
labor would fight the bill at every 
stage. If the Tones do take the 
industry out from under govern- 
ment control, "We shall seek to 
restore it at the earliest possible 
moment," Strauss added. 


Resignation Fusible 


Approval of the Labor amend- 


ment to the king's speech would 


have forced the resignation of 
Churchill's government, which 
took office Oct 26. 


The Tories' 39 vote margin was 


larger than had been expected, 
since the government has an over- 
all majority of only 16 voting 
members of the full house. Church- 
ill received the promised support of 
the six Liberal party M.P.'s, how- 
ever, and several Labor members 
were absent.

Labor's Pose as 'Infallible' 
Is Getting Mighty Tiresome 


Organized labor needs to toss away its well-thumbed 


dictionary and get a new one. The language its leaders use 
is overloaded with epithet and vituperation; it engenders 
nothing but sympathy for those against whom it is directed. 


The CIO, convening in New York, took some standard 
labor pot-shots at its political opposition. Philip Murray, 


CIO president, struck at the congressional coalition of Re- 
publicans and southern Democrats as "ambassadors extra- 
ordinary and plenipotentiary for a host of venal special in- 
terests." Later on he generously lumped all opponents of 
labor's wishes as "reactionaries." 
"Reactionary," of course, is one of the most abused 


words we have. In labor's lexicon, there is no such thing as 
sincere conservatism, or even a liberalism which happens to 
disagree with labor on specific issues. 
. 
Labor subscribes to the democratic system, which is 


founded on the theory that men must be able to choose 
among alternatives. Yet in practice it talks as if only one 
viewpoint—its own—has any right to expression. The logi- 
cal conclusion from its public remarks is that labor would 
like to fill congress with men who parrot its views. 


Union officials punch away, too, at the "special interest" 


theme. They appear to forget that labor is itself a special 
interest. A sound democratic government is not a govern- 
ment designed particularly for the benefit of the farmer, 
the worker, the businessman or any other single segment 
of society. It must be designed for all. 
The art of governing in a democratic society is the art o: 


balancing and reconciling all the various special interests 
which clamor for attention. American labor leaders regard 
any effort to achieve this balance as an attempt to destroy 
their movement. 
Certainly there are many times when the farmer or the 


businessman or somebody else is stepping out of line and 
gaming too much advantage from government. Our history 
indicates that labor is often no less guilty on that score, and 
must be pulled up short. 
Labor's criticisms of government or of other elements 


in society would be taken much more seriously if its leaders 
dropped their absurd insistence that they themselves are 
above suspicion. The day that one of them stands up and 
admits labor's imperfections will be a joyous occasion por- 
tending well for the mental health of the nation. 
lip to now we have had precious little sign that these 


men have any capacity for learning from experience. Rebuffs 
in congress and at the polls give them no instruction. Their 
conventions rumble with the same old raffish talk. All who 
are not within labor's temple are sinners. Labor's cause is 
pure and its followers have a special sanctity. 


The time is right for statesmanship hi labor as in every 


segment of our national life. Can the present leaders ever 
profit from the lessons of reality? Or must we wait for the 
coming of a whole new leadership? 


They Don't Scare . 


A few weeks back Russia sent a sharp note to Norway, 


warning its northern neighbor against consorting too closely 
with the "war-mongering" West. The Norwegians, a brave 
people, told the Russians in effect to go hang. 


Now they've tried the same game with the Turks. Their 


luck will be no better, for the Turks are as tough as they 
come 
Soon now the Russians may learn that the days of 


the "big bluff' are over. The free world knows the character 
of its enemy.

Untreated Diabetes May 
Have Serious Consequences 


What can happen to the person 


with diabetes who either does not 
know that he has the disease, or 
who faila to control it satisfactor- 
ily by diet, insulin, or both? 


If everyone were awaie of thei 


dangers, 
they 
would certainly 


make an effort to be sure of know- 
ing whether or not they have dia- 
betes; If they did have the disease 
they would surely get proper treat- 
mnt and stick by it. 


Persons with diabetes are more 


liable than others to hardening of 
the arteries and the complications 
connected with such a situation. In 
the feet and legs, for example, 
the combination of diabetes and 
hardening of the arteries often 
leads to infection, and sometimes 
death of a tissue, or gangrene 


People with diabetes are like- 


wise more susceptible to coronary 
thrombosis or angina pectons, both 
involving the heart, than those 
who do not have this disease. 


Serious eye complications are 


not uncommon in patients with 


undiagnosed 
or unsatisfactorily 


treated diabetes. Neglect of th« 
disease can lead, in severe cases, to 
progressive loss of weight and 
eventually even to death. 


In fact, in the days before th« 


discovery of insulin, people severe- 
ly stricken with diabetes almo£ 
invariably died 
UNTIMELY DEATH 


Even today there are far too 


many people who are careless 
about their diets or insulin and 
consequently develop serious com- 
plications which carry them off 
many years before their normal 
time 


The lesson from all this is that 


diabetes must be diagnosed as 
early as possible and exact tresfl 
m«nt with diet, and if necessary, 
insulin, must be set up. And just 
as important as this, the victim of 
the disease cannot be careless 
about following instructions if he 
or she wishes to avoid painful or 
serious complications and possibly 
even early death

Book,, "The Road Ahead," Pegler Says

S. S. CARONIA—Dr. Edward Rumely, a tireless propagandist, 


has been sentenced to prison and fined for distributing, a patriotic 
document written by John T. Flynn and published by Devin-Adair 
of Chicago. 
The prison sentence was remitted, not as of right, 


but because of Rumely's age. 


Flynn's book, entitled "The Road Ahead," is strong, clear and 


truthful. 
It traces Great Britain's tragic progress from personal 


freedom and national strength to personal serfdom 
and national poverty under a muddled Socialist bu- 
reaucrcy. 
It warned us that we were treading the 


same course with the Democratic party playing the 
same role of host to the Socialists that the Liberal 
party played in Britain 
Flynn drew the deadly 


parallel between the conduct of the unions in both 
countries and pointed out that Walter Reuther and 
David Dubmsky, our most aggressive Socialist 
unioneera, were leaden of the American phase of 
this rex'olution 


Flynn's book got the silent treatment by those 


New York papers which always advertise with lavish praise books 
however trashy and vulnerable, by propagandists of the Socialist 
Communist line 
There is a powerful conspiracy at work in oui 


country which tipped its hand again when a Pennsylvania congress 
man named Frank Buchanan, a cheap swindler long m league with 
a gang of slot-machine racketeers, organized a special committee o 
th* house to investigate "lobbying." There was a hidden force push 
ing Buchanan.

HEADQUARTERS ALLIED 


FORCES, Southern Europe, Na- 
ples, (AP) — A tough American 
admiral is trying to build an in- 
ternational defense force in the 
vital Mediterranean amid 
back- 


breaking political

complexities. 


Amiral Robert B. Carney, a 


veteran of the Pacific war, has 
started the Job with a blunt de- 
mand for a full buildup of atomic 
weapons in this second European 
front. 


He has surrounded himself with 


equally 
stern-minded 
American 


officers who look to the future 
when, they say, they will have 
Europe's biggest potential ground 
force, backed by heavy air and 
seapower. 


But at the moment, Admiral 


Carney can count only upon the 
United States Sixth fleet for im-

ped manpower greater than else- 
where in Europe."

He says they have a potential 


of 20 army divisions. Greece has 
a 10-division army and Turkey 
has 22 divisions under arms. The

He says the British, backed if

Father of Dead Korean Yet 
Spent $1,800 to Present Views 


GLENWOOD SPRINGS. Colo., 


(AP)—Retired army Capt Eu- 
gene R. Guild said today he has 
devoted "more than $1,800 of my 
son's death benefits" in a con- 
stant effort to present to Presi- 
dent Truman the viewpoint of one 
parent of a boy who died in the 
Korean fighting. 


The captain wrote the Presi- 


dent Nov. 1 asking whether Mr. 
Truman's failure to award the 
Medal of Honor to his son was 
due to his criticism of tactics in 
Korea. He said he was "greatly 
troubled and disappointed by my 
failure to reach the ear of the 
president over the last 11 months. 


He Is Relieved 


He added, however, that "I am 


relieved by the statements from 
Key West and Washington" con- 
cerning the award of the Medal 
of Honor to Marine Lt. Henry Al- 
fred Commiskey and the award of 
a Navy Cross to the Captain's 
son, 
25-year-old Marine Lt. John 


Giuld, who was killed while fight- 
ing at Commiskey's side. 


"It indicates that the affair is 


at least being handled and also 
that the President is now receiv- 
ing information which he never 
got before." 


Presidential Sec. Joseph Short 


yesterday told newsmen at Key 
West, Fla., where the President 
is vacationing, that Mr. Truman 
considers the Congressional Medal 
of Honor as "sacred" and would 
not tolerate "any one tampering" 
with the procedures set up for its 
award. 


Official Denies Criticism 


In Washington, Secretary of the 


Navy Dan Kimball said there was 
"no basis in fact" for Capt. Guild's 
suggestion that his criticism of 
the Truman administration figured 
in the medal award. 


Kimball said the records show 


young Guild and Commiskey were 
both initially recommended for the 
Navy Cross by their division com- 
mander but that the commander 
of U.S. naval forces in the Far 
East, Vice Admiral Charles Turner 
Joy, had recommended Commis- 
key"s ward be raised to the Medal 
of Honor . 


In addition to his letter of Nov. 


1, which a White House spokes- 
man said has not been received, 
Guild said that on Sept. 20, 1951, 
he wrote the President that his 
son and all the Korean dead were 
being deprived of the right held by 
the dead of other wars to have the 
war in which they died recorded 
on their gravestones. 


Carried In Column 


"This letter was carried verba- 


tim on Oct. 8 in a newspaper 
column by George Sokolsky (a 
syndicated columnist) and was 
published in many newspapers," 
the captain said, adding "but the 
White House denies knowledge of 
receiving the letter. 


"All this," he continued, "brings 


out a matter which overshadows 
this Medal of Honor thing. That 
is that there is an iron curtain 
which is apparently preventing in- 
coming information from reaching 
the President as well as prevent- 
ing some information from going 
out." 


He said he had personnally ad- 


dressed and signed "at least 1,000" 
post cards directed to the White 
House which pictured American 
policy in Korea as appeasement. 


"What I want to see done," 


Giuld asserted, "is the lifting of all 
the political 
restrictions which 


have hampered the fighting in 
Korea." 


Taft Writes Book 
On Foreign Policy 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— Sen- 


ator Taft (R-Ohio) has written a 
book, to be published Thursday, 
with the aim- of describing what he 
calls "serious dangers from the 
foreign policies of the present ad- 
ministration." Its title: "A Foreign 
Policy for Americans." 


A statement last night from the 


committee backing his bid for the 
Republican presidential nomination 
quoted Taft as saying: 


"We are embarked on a voyage 


at this moment in which a con- 
tinued failure of understanding 
and judgment may wreck 
the 


greatest adventure in freedom the 
human race has ever known." 


Taft said he regards the danger 


from present foreign policy as 
greater than ever "from the con- 
stant increase in the activity, the 
spending and the power of the fed- 
eral government."

aid. oased on the Red Cross text- 
book, went Into as much detail as 
possible regarding treatment for 
various injuries or illnesses. This 
article is in the nature of a re- 
capitulation to emphasize the pur- 
poses of first aid training and the 
directions for first aid. 


In general, first aid principles aa 


outlined in the standard Red Cross 
course apply even In an atomic 
tragedy though the approach may 
necessarily be changed to fit con- 
ditions. Civil defense first aid will 
be discussed in tomorrow's article 
But to continue with purposes and 
general directions. 


Purposes: To prevent accidents 


through ordinary precaution in or 
outside the home; to do the right 
thing at the right time in the event 
of Injuries; to prevent added Injury 
and danger by careful handling, 
and to procure the proper trans- 


i portation. Remember that first aid 
! is only temporary pending medical 
assistance.

DIRECTIONS: 
1—Keep the injured person lying 


down, head level with the body. 
You may raise his head if the face 
is flushed and turn the head to one 
side if he vomits. 


2—Look for 
severe 
Weeding, 


stoppage of breathing, poisoning, 
wounds, burns, fractures and dis- 
locations. Remove enough clothing 
, to determine the extent of the 
'wound. If the victim is conscious, 
'he can help you locate the injuries. 
If the patient la unconscious, or 
semi-conscious after an accident, 
the cause usually is a head injury.

A weak pulse and pale face mean 
poor circulation. 


3—Keep the i n j u r e d person 


warm—body temperature. 


4—Send someone to call a doctor 


and ambulance. 


5—Keep calm. Don't be hurried 


into moving an injured person un- 
less it is absolutely necessary. 


6—Never give liquids to an un- 


conscious person. If he is conscious 
and there ia no evidence of abdomi- 
nal injury,- or that an operation 
may be necessary, give him all the 
water he wants, slowly and in alps. 
Tea and coffee may help to keep 
him warm.

7—Keep onlookers away from 


the injured. Frequently they Inter- 
fere with treatment*. 


8—Make the patient comfortable 


and try to keep him cheerful. Quiet 
his fears.

9—Don't let the victim see He 


own injuries. In severe cases, do 
not let him know how badly he to 
mirt. Be sure that nothing ia dona 
to cause him further injury.

Truman Starts Preliminary 
Work on 3 Major Messages 


KEY WEST, Fla., (AP)—Freai- 


dent Truman's press secretary said 
today he has already started pre- 
liminary work on three major mes- 
sages he will submit to Congress 
in January. 


The secretary, Joseph Short, 


said he has gone over with his 
staff the broad outlines of the 
"state of the union message" and 
that work is we!! underway on the 
budget and economic messages 
which will follow it. 


Sharing importance with the 


messages to Congress will be the 
President's meeting sometime in 
January with British Prime Min- 
ister Churchill in Washington. 


Britain To Take Part 


While their discussions likely 


will cover the whole range of 
mutual security, financial aid for 
Britain will have a major part in 
them. 


There is no disposition on the 


part of the administration to over- 
look the importance of an econom- 
ically strong Great Britain to this 
country's defense program. And 
W. Averell Harriman, the new 
mutual security administrator, will 
be able to give the President an 
advance briefing on the English 
situation. 


Particular interest will center 


in the 1952 election year on what 
the president will have to say in 
the "state of the union message" 
which he always delivers to con- 
gress in person. 


To Lay Groundwork 


That document is expected to 


lay the groundwork not only for 
the 
administration's 
legislative 


program but for Democratic cam- 
paigners around the country. 


Regardless of whether Mr. Tru- 


man seeks re-election—he has said 
he wil not disclose his decision 
until after the messages have been 
submitted—the "state of the union 
message" will set the stage for the 
Democratic campaig and furnish 
targets for Republican speakers. 
Short would not discuss the na- 
ture of the "state of the union" 
appeal this year.
